that the .bitterest primary the 


Republican Parly in Pennsylvania has 
known'in ydars is over, speculation 
turns to the November election. 


Ordinarily this merely would be. a 


matter of form as Pennsylvania is 
overwhelmingly 
Republican. 
This 


year, however, developments of the 
primary contest and the wet issue 
may make the race a closer one in 
November. 


Secretary of Labor Davis is the. Re- 


publican nominee for the tf. S. Sen* 
ate short term. He defeated Senator 
Joseph R. Qrundy, of Bristol decisive- 
ly in the primaries. 


Gifford Pinchot, former governor, 


is the gubernatorial nominee. 


Both are dry. 
Pinchot defeated 
Francis 
Shunk 


Brown, former attorney general, in 
a hair-breadth finish, in the May 20 
primary. 


Ordinarily both Davis and Pinchot 


would be assured of a walkaway with 
the general election. Davis in the 
primary had the support of the Phil- 
adelphia and 
Pittsburgh 
organiza- 


tions. Pinchot, ostensibly, had neith- 
er, but he carried Allegheny county 
(PHtsburgh) by nearly 15,000 
over 


Brown, although the lalter's running 
mate, Davis, carried the county by 
more than 90,000, 


This discrepancy in the vote in Al- 


legheny county between Davis and 
Brown may have a far-reaching ef- 
fect on the chances of the Secretary 
of Labor in the November election. 


Because of the situation created by 


Brown's failure to carry Allegheny 
county, any forecast which would as- 
sure a walk-away for Davis and Pin- 
chot in November would be prema- 
ure. 
While the big leaders of Philadel- 


phia Republicanism, such as William 
3. Vare, Charles B. Hall, Sheriff 
Thomas W. Cunningham and Stale 
Senator Samuel W. Salus no doubt 
will Issue orders for 100 pe cent "reg- 
ularity" in the November election, it 
s a moot question whether the ward 
leaders, division commilteemen and 
the voters will reflect that attitude. 


There has been talk of a wet ticket 


in November to oppose both Davis and 
Pinchot.

gubernatorial candidate, have defclln* 
ed to run. in November. 
. The wet leaders will take their 
time about the selection of candidates 
for the general election, and prob- 
ably will not announce their choice 
until late in the summer. 


Sedwlck Kistler and John M. Hemp- 


hill, Democratic candidates for the 
senate and governorship, respectively, 
have announced already that they 
have no intention of fusing with dis- 
gruntled Republicans. 


Both of the Detrfocrallc condidates 


are understood to have decided wet 
leanings. They will not 
announce 


their platforms until after the party's 
convention in June. 


It is. possible that if the Demo- 


cratic candidates come out 
flatly 


against prohibition and the Snyder- 
Armstrong state prohibition enforce- 
ment act, that the wets may not placl 
candidates in the field but would 
throw their support to the Democrats 
as they apparently feel that the pro- 
hibition question transcends 
party
